eaoiing up. The shelling was 
•oatinuous. It was a steady roar 
se that the earth shook wi^h the re- 
vert>e rat ions. 

The din berame inonotanous, we 
lonld only patiently wait for the 
Shelling to cease or for our artil- 
lei;y to silence the Hoa batteries. 
This is whoa oae feela the strata 
no ahells oaplode all around 
and oae ean do nothing but 
stand it.

The boml.iii dineni lifted .ahont 
two orloek ill the afternoon and the 
Bosrhes eame over and oceupted 
part of our trenches away on our 
rigid. By this Uaie we heard that 
the Compaay oa oar righl waa wip. 
ed oot We were glad to learn 
Afterward that this was not correct . 
Our Company was completely cut off 
flfom communication with olhei' 
troops and was the only Comiian^

Thruout the aftcrnooa we eould 
htar the shells froia our batteries 
whistling high above.

Wo found this trench filled with 
reinf o rasBie al i. We stayed there 
all that day. M alfhl the boaib- 
bankaeat opened up abash oa our 

right where a counter attack was 
launched by fresh troo|>< to regain

We are ulad to «ay llial all of the

Early ?S|^inday iiiornmg wi' were 
relieved. In small batches we made 
our way hurriedly through the com- 
muaieatioB trseeh. Mown la, in 
numerous plaoee. Oar h e ar ta re- 
joiced at the prospect of getting 
n'spit.' from the turmoil for awhile, 
but in turn they became saddened 
at the horrible whicli we saw
